A letter wrltten by 13; S. Kennedy,
of Kenbrtdgo, urges that the routo
from Clarksvillo to Richmond be cs-

tabllshod by way of Chase City, Ken-
brldge and Rluekstone, und describes
tho work of tho supcrvlsors ln putting
twonty-six miles of road In ordor ln
proparatlon for tho cars. It is this
lmprovement of the roads that has
mado theso onduranco runs so popular.
